In the United States alone, we have over eleven millions 
of Negroes, of which number only a scant quarter of a million can call themselves Cath- 
olic. The Indians, by reason of the untiring and self-sacrificing efforts of the early 
missionaries, are proportionally much more Catholic, but the danger is now that the 
precious heritage of their faith may be lost by contact with the new civilization and 
an education that is even far from being Chrstian, unless at once endeavor is made to 
supply more schools and workers who will continue and foster the Catholic ideals that 
are now being attacked by the materialistic spirit of the times. 

The scope of the missionary activity of the Sisters of the Blessed Sacrament is 
not confined to the United States, but the congregation may extend itself to any coun- 
try wheresoever the colored races of mankind may be located. 

At the present time in the United States alone there are 
twenty-seven centres of activity. New works are being refused daily simply for lack of 
subjects.

IT IS OLD STUFF, RETOLD. 

Some Catholics may think the present day bigoted move- 
ment a strange phenomenon and even a monstrous anomalism. 
But all no-popery movements, whether in 1924, 1894, 1854, 
1844, 1780, or as far back as history may reach, exhibit ex- 
actly the same characteristics; and once you have made a 
thorourh study of Titus Oates and his “Popish Plot” of 1680, 
you understand all of them. In all of them there is the same 
mob excitement, the same charges of papal aggression on the 
government, the same hair-raising tales of outrages, the 
satne phenomenon of secretly organizing the “patriots,” the 
same drive on the capital of the nation, the same subterranean 
workings of the shady politician. Understand Lord Shaftes- 
bury, and you will understand every Klan politician. Under- 
stand Titus Oates, and you will understand every fake ex- 
priest. Understand poor crazed Lord Gordon and you will 
understand the maniacal speakers who are touring the coun- 
try. Understand the little preachers of the non-conformist 
elements, who supported the Oates plot, and you will under- 
stand their successors of today who are pocketing a few extra 
dimes through the assistance of organized bigotry. 

From one of the 1855 issues of Brownson’s Quarterly 
Review, we take an extract from the platform of the Massa- 
chusetts Knownothings, as adopted by them on August 8, 
1854, at Boston: 

“The right to worship God according to the dictates of 
one’s own conscience, to be preserved inviolate. Resistance 
to any politico-ecclesiastical hierarchy, which, through its 
agents, be they pope, bishops, or priests, attemps to invade 
this right, or acquire political power. Hence, we rebuke'al! 
attempts to appropriate the public funds to the establishment 
of sectarian schools, all attempts to exclude the Bible as a 
text-book therefrom, and all attemps to wrest from the laity 
and give to the priesthood the control of church property. 
We also rebuke in indignant terms such sentiments as these, 
put forth by the representatives of the Papal power :—that 
‘Protestantism has no rights in the presence of Catholicism’: 
that ‘religious liberty is only to be endured until the opposite 
can be established with safety to the Catholic world’: and 
that ‘the Catholics of America are bound to abide by the inter- 
pretation put upon the constituticn of the United States by 
the pope of Rome.’ ” 

In the above, kind reader, you will notice mention of the 
same old “politico-ecclesiastical hierarchy” which is the 
bugaboo of the present-day agitators, the same old canard 
about the support of parochial schools from public funds, the 
exclusion of the King James Bible as a text book from public 
schools.
